Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-49 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
teaches a solid state Image pickup device wherein each photoelectric conversion area 
is partitioned into a plurality of segments which output signals of different spectral 
sensitivies, where an aperture corresponds to at least two segments, but fails to teach 
the diameter or diagonal dimension of each aperture in the a light-shielding film is larger 
than the wavelength of red color and the dimension is smaller than the diameter of 
diagonal of one photoelectric conversion area..
